LOSS OF THE STEAMER ALLEN­ 
TOWN AND HER CREW'. 


T errib le D estru ctio n D one A ll A long 
th e C oast—Tw enty-Six Lives 
L ost—E tc.

FIFTH and J STREETS. 


C o h a s s e t (Mass.), November 27th.—I t is 
reported here that the Philadelphia steam 
collier Allentown has foundered off this 
port. There seems to be little doubt that 
the steamer was sunk on some of the 
ledges directly outside this port. 
At about 
2 p . m. on Sunday a number of people at 
the village heard the sound of a steamer’s 
whistle, and last night au immense amount 
of drift and wreckage came ashore at 
Sandy Cove and Sandy Beach, the marks 
upon which indicated conclusively that the 
wrecked vessel must have been the Allen­ 
town. 
Several life-preservers and some 
other wreckage wa3 stamped with her 
name. 
The Allentown cleared from Philadel­ 
phia on the 21st instant for Salem, Mass., 
with 1,660 tons of coal. She was com- 
manned by Captain Odiorne, and had a 
crew of eighteen men. The vessel is one 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company’s line of colliers. 


TH E SAD STORY OF T H E BEACH. 


C o h a s s e t , November 27th.—p. m . — A U 
day long wreckage of various descriptions 
has been coming ashore along the beaches 
—huge timbers, spars, cabin furniture, fine 
inside furnishings, chairs, life-preservera 
and other articles appertaining to a steam­ 
er’s outfit—and many of them stamped 
"Allentown ” have been seen in the break­ 
ers off the shore and found scattered along 
the water front. 
This wreckage tells too plainly that the 
fine iron steamer Allentown "has been 
broken up ^ on one of the huge sunken 
ledges of this port, always a terror to mar­ 
iners. Captain Nathaniel W. Treat, ODe of 
Cohasset s oldest seafaring men, and from 
whom the first intimation of the disaster 
was learned, said the vessel had foundered 
either on the .Sea Ledges or on the Grampus, 
which are lo D g sunken ledges lying about 
three miles from the nearest point of the 
mainland. If this was the case, the vessel 
must have gone down with all on board 
within a very few minutes after striking. 
Since the early reports of the supposed 
catastrophe, many of the villagers have 
been seen and they say they distinctly 
heard the &teamer’s whistles shortly after 
noon on Sunday and repealed at intervals 
of an hour or more, as if signaling for 
assistance or a pilot. It was so thick at the 
time that nothing could be seen at so great 
a distance from The shore, and even if any 
observation could have been made no boat 
could live in so tremendons a sea. 


d e s t r u c t i o n 
a n d

k v e r y w h e r e . 
The schooner Lasano, before reported 
stranded on Pleasant Beach, has gone to 
pieces. Her deck was lifted clear off the 
vessel and piled in a confused mass on the 
beach beside the hull of another schooner. 
Summer cottages and similar structures on 
the water front are wrecked, and ruins 
line the beaches. 
Many of the beautiful drives to summer 
residences are washed away or covered with 
wreckage. 
Great damage has been done to land prop­ 
erty along Crescent Beach, between Green 
Hill and Gun Rock. Along this stretch is 
a line of trom twenty to thirty small cot­ 
tages, averaging in size about 20 by 30 
feet. There is not a single one of these 
that does not bear marks of the terrible 
force of the storm. Some of them were 
lifted from their foundations and carried 
back several feet. The total loss to prop­ 
erty on this beach will reach many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
At the Hotel Nantasket the covered prom­ 
enade connecting it with the Rockland 
Cate was partly destroyed by the wind. 
The road-bed of the Nantasket Beach 
branch of the Old Colony Railroad is en­ 
tirely washed out from the Hotel Slattdish 
to a point half a mile southwest of the 
Ocean House. 
The wrecked brig Alice is breaking up, 
and has been stripped of everything port­ 
able. 


TW ENTY-SIX VICTIMS OF THE GALE. 


B o s t o n , November 27th.—The record of 
lives lost in the Massachusetts coast gale, 
which is still raging, ttms far nutubers 
twenty-six, vis.: Fifteen from theschooner 
Edward F. Norton, wrecked off Scitnate; 
tnree from the schooner H. C. Higginson 
now going to pieces on the rocks off Hull; 
two (Captain and Mate) from the steamer 
Bertha F. Walker, off Pemberton; two sea­ 
men washed overboard off Nova Scotia 
from the steamer Carrol, just arrived; three 
from the British yacht Avalont, now ashore 
on Spectacle Island, in Boston harbor; the 
cook on the schooner Oliver Dyer, washed 
overboard off Newcastle, N. H. 
Sixty vessels are total losses, or were 
badly damaged, on the coast. 


A VESSEL SHOWS CP. 


N e w Y o r k , November 27th.—The steam­ 
ship Chattahooche, from Savannah, lor 
which grave fears were felt, put into New­ 
port News for coal yesterday. She reports 
heavy weather, but was not damaged. 


THE HIGHEST WATER EVER KNOWN. 


S a g H a r b o r ( L . I . ) , November 27th.— 
Half of this village was inundated yester­ 
day. The Nassau House, the principal 
hotel, has been unable to serve its guests 
with meals since Sunday, the kitchen being 
under water. 
More than half a mile of the Long 
Island Railroad track in this village was 
washed out. 
For the first time within the memory of 
the inhabitants the tide-water from the At­ 
lantic reached Peconic Bay. The heavy 
seas and high tides forced a channel 
through the outer beach to Shinnecock Bay, 
and cansed the bay to rise over six feet aud 
the tide to flow through the canal to Pe­ 
conic Bay. 


LIKE THE LAST BLIZZARD. 


N e w Y o r k , November 27th.—The 8ignal 
Service reports the gale as duplicating the 
blizzard of last winter in its movements, 
both storms being central of Cspe Hatteraa 
at the beginning, and both moving in the 
same direction and seemingly with the 
same speed. 


ANXIETY ABOUT A STEAMER. 


N o r f o l k <Va.), November 2 7 t h .— The 
steamer Alleghany, which left Boston last 
Wednesday, is missing. Much anxiety is 
felt as to her whereabouts. 


A BARK ENTINE SUNK. 


P r o v i d e n c e , November 27th.—The bark- 
entine Alexander Campbell, from Portland 
to Philadelphia, with paving stones, was 
sunk seven miles Irom Block Island to-day. 
The crew landed here to-night. 


OVERDUE VESSELS ARRIVING. 


B o s t o n , November 27th.—All the over­ 
due steamers have arrived save the collier 
Allentown. No hope is entertained of her 
safety. This evening additional wreckage 
bearing the name of Allentown was driven 
ashore at Cohasset Beach. 


STORM-BEATEN VESSELS. 


N e w Y o r k , November 27th.—The steam- 
era Hans a id Kort, Arizona, Gallia and 
Wyanoke were the only vessels to reach 
port to-day. AU report having been caught 
in the burricsne, but so far as known the 
first-named is the only one that sustained 
damage, and that is about the decks. 


THE DAMAGE ALONG THE JERSEY COAST. 


A t l a n t ic C it y (N. J.;, November 27th.— 
The storm has abated, and the sun is now 
shining brightly. A survey of the situa­ 
tion Bbows that no such destruction to 
property on this beach has been known 
since the incorporation of the city. H un­ 
dreds of propei ly-owners from Philadelphia 
and other localities have come down, fear­ 
ing that their property would be swept 
away last night. The tide receded to-day. 
and the sea. under the influence of the 
northwest wind, was beaten down; but the 
result-—especially in the lower portions 
t Yt 
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of residents and visitors, including pho­ 
tographers and artists sketching the ruins. 
Many of the sufferers by the storm are 
people of moderate means, and their losses 
will be severely felt the coming winter. 


THE DEBRIS T oM M IS S IO V. 


Farmers and Hydraulic Miners Invited 
to Transmit Their Views. 
A meeting of (he United States Debris 
Commission was held Monday in ibe office 
of Major Huer, of the United States En­ 
gineer Corps, in the Flood building, San 
Francisco, he being one of the members. 
Major W. H. H. Benyaurd, who was desig­ 
nated by the Secretary of War as Chairman 
of the Commission, presided. 
The Commission did not differ on the 
proposition that the work cut out for it is 
v^ry extensive, since it must consider the 
hydraulic-mining question as the farmers 
and the miners look at it, with a view 
of 
ascertaining 
whether 
anv satisfac­ 
tory arrangement can be made for the 
continuance of hydraulic mining, and 
must also find out how hydraulic mining 
affects the navigation of streams and rivers 
and whether it can be carried on without 
material iDjnry to such navigation. The 
three members of the Board therefore con­ 
cluded that the preparatory work to he 
done should be parceled out among them­ 
selves—one to go over some of the mass of 
documents which have already accumu­ 
lated on the subject, and each of the others 
to take half of the rest. 
It was decided to send out circular letters 
to the leading representatives of the min­ 
ing and farming sides of the debris contro­ 
versy, requesting them to present their 
views in written communications and give 
whatever information they can. 
It was thought best to limit the time in 
which replies may be sent to sixty days, as 
the Commission has been instructed to re­ 
port to the War Department as soon as 
practicable. If it can it will have its re­ 
port ready to be acted on by the next Con­ 
gress. 
When the replies to the circular letters 
are cone over audtligested, tbeCommission 
may set a day for the presentation of views 
orally.—5. F. Examiner.

The Whilom Special Agent Finally Be­ 
fore the Court€. 


A u b u r n (N. Y.), November 27th.—The 
first of the famous opium-smuggling cases 
was moved at the opening of Uie United 
States Court this moruiDg. The defendant 
is Edwin A. Gardner, who had been in­ 
dicted for smuggling an aggregate of 3,500 
pounds of opium. Gardner was once a 
Special Agent of the Government, when he 
acquired a full knowledge of the methods 
of the Customs Collectors. 
One of the 
branches of the case is a trial for conspir­ 
acy with an alleged combination *o steal 
captured opium packages from the Ogdens- 
burg Custom-house and substituting blocks 
of wood, for the double purpose of getting 
the opium and destroying evidence. 
Deputy Internal Revenue Collector Lvt- 
tle, whose office is next to the room in 
which the opium was stored, lawyer Stone 
and janitor Comisky were arrested on 
charges of conspiracy and theft. Gardner, 
who had given bail, was subsequently again 
arrested at Chicago while trying to sell the 
opium. John C. Haines, a prominent law­ 
yer of Seattle, W. T., is also one ot the de­ 
fendants in tnis part of the case. 
Gardner was brought into Court at 10 
o’clock this morning. His eyes are weak, 
and he wore a bandage over them. Ex­ 
Congressman Richard Crowlev. of Lock- 
port, appeared as his counsel. 
United 
States District Attorney Lockwood and As- 
sistaot Hoyt represented the Government. 
A jury was obtained in an hour, and Hoyt, 
opened the case, relating tbe* story of the 
smuggling operations. 
The first witness called for the Govern­ 
ment was J. Chandler Houghton, Special 
Agent of the Treasury Department. He 
testified to arresting Gardner and 
his 
cousin, Ephraim Bedwood, and confiscat­ 
ing their trimks. He searched Ephraim's 
barn and found 780 pounds of opium con­ 
cealed among the baled hay. Four trunks 
of opium were brought into Court and iden­ 
tified as the confiscated goods. 
Albeit Rowland, Deputy Collector at 
Morristown, who was with Houghton when 
he made the arrest, corroborated his testi­ 
mony. 


RAILROAD UUMOKS. 


Alleged Combination of XFe>tern Rail­ 
roads for Traffic Purposes. 


C h i c a g o , November 27th.—A morning 
paper states positively that tbe recent con­ 
ferences of railway magnates in New York 
were for the purpose of forming a gigantic 
railway trust or clearing-house, comprising 
ail the roads west of a line drawn through 
Chicago and Milwaukee on the east, St. 
I’attl and Minneapolis on the north, Colo­ 
rado, New Mexico and Wyoming on the 
west, and Arkansas on tbe south. The plan 
is submitted in its entirety, and a full copy 
of the proposed agreement between the 
various roads is published. 
Tbe organization is to be known as the 
Western Railroad Clearing house. Its ob­ 
jects, as set forth in the agreement, are to 
secure complete reports of all traffic in the 
territory described ; to prescribes tbe rates 
aud the character of the service. The Board 
of Managers, consisting of one member 
from each company, will meet monthly to 
fix rates, 
j he officers of the several roads 
are specifically divested of all power in re­ 
gard to ratps, and that power is vested in a 
Board of Managers. 
_ 
DEPEW HAD NOT 
HEARD OF IT. 
New Y o r k , November 27th.—Channcey 
M. Depew, when shown the dispatch from 
Chicago outlining the vast railway combi­ 
nation contemplated, said he had heard 
nothing of it before, and did not attach 
much importance to it. He supposed it 
was one of the many schemes daily pro­ 
posed for a settlement of the railroad ques­ 
tion.

A Gathering of Prominent Republicans 
Startles the Hooslers. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , 
November 27th. — The 
President-elect had a number of distin­ 
guished callers to-dav, tnclnding Senator 
John C. Spooner of Wisconsin, Congress­ 
man John R. Thomas of Illinois, Congress­ 
man T. D. Owen of Indiana, General Reu­ 
ben Williams of Warsaw, Ind., aud Sen­ 
ator Allison of Iowa. 
The visit of Senators Allison and Spooner 
bore the appearance of having been prear­ 
ranged. as Senator Spooner came from 
Washington, while Allison came from 
Iowa, en route to Washington. Their aD - 
pearance in the city put the newspaper

Foster, Hon. William McKinley of Ohio and 
Governor William P. Dillingham. Among 
the members ot the Executive Committee 
are General Anson G. McCook and H. K.

The Chicago Dynamiters Had Designs 
Even on President lleveland. 


C h ic a g o , November 27th.—In the trial of 
Hronek, the alleged dynamiter, to-day in­ 
former Chlebone testified that Hronek 
would have exploded a bomb under the 
carriage of President Cleveland during the 
latter’s visit here, but was prevented bv one 
Schneider. 
Hronek's plans were to kill Bon field, but 
on talking it over with Capek, it was de­ 
cided to put an end to Judge Grmneli first. 
He said that if no better opportuni ly offered 
be would go into the Court-room and throw 
a bomb at the Judge. Then, if the police 
tried to capture him, he would use a bomb 
on them, and if this failed he had a re­ 
volver, and would shoot the officers and 
then himself. If he got a chance at Grin- 
nell or Gary on the street he would use a 
knife. 
INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS. 
Chlebone admitted reluctantly that he 
was an Anarchist and had drilled with the 
Lehr and Wehr Verein in the old days be­ 
fore the Haymarket episode. He also said 
he had gone to Capek’s honse to receive in­ 
structions in the art of making dynamite. 
He paid two dollars for the lesson, but did 
not learn anything. He said Hronek told 
him on the trip to Riverside that he was 
the man who threw the bomb at Hay­ 
market. 
At first Chlebone did not believe

Hronek’s possession he thought it wa3 the 
truth, and a few weeks later he told attor- 
nep Fischer about it. He bad told no one 
else prior to this. 
At this point an adjournment was taken 
until to-morrow. 


BARBT’S RATTLE. 


The New Labor Organization that Is to 
Combat tbe Knights. 


C h i c a g o , November 27tb.—Thos. Barry, 
the noted ex-Knight of Labor, remained in 
Chicago until 
to-night to 
prepare the 
ground for the coming meeting of the 25 or 
30 delegates to the General Convention 
whom he expects to assemble here and 
start the proposed D e w opposition organiza­ 
tion. The meeting, it is understood, will 
issue a declaration of principles. This 
declaration, as far as at present evolved, is to 
repeat all the charges so frequently made 
against tbe Powderly administration, and 
will specifically demand eight hours for a 
day’s labor, the abolition of child labor, the 
regulation of female labor, manual train­ 
ing, and factory and store inspection. It 
will denounce tbe alleged antagonism of 
the Knights of Labor to Trade Unions, and 
particularly the intolerance of the Knights 
to members of the Federation of Labor. 
Unlike tbe Knights, the new organiza­ 
tion will not debar from membership 
Federationists. Its declaration will charge 
that the Knights are too largely composed 
of Irish and Americans. The new organ­ 
ization will atnt to be cosmopolitan. In­ 
dividual local assemblies will be independ­ 
ent, acknowledge no General Executive 
Board, and pay no tribute to General off! 
cers, but keep their money at home for use 
in the struggle for eight hours a day. 
The organization is to be secret in the 
same sense as the Knigbt3 of Labor, but 
it is intended that there shall be open 
meetings for the purpose of discussing 
political questions. Indeed, the chief dis­ 
tinguishing feature of the new organiza­ 
tion is to be tbe active interest it will take 
in politics, and for this purpose the order 
will use either Democrats or Republicans, 
as the locality or other circumstances may 
demand. 


TERRIBLE T3AGEDÍ. 


A Massachusetts Man Kills His Unfaith­ 
ful Wife and Then Suicides.

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THE PARNELL INQUIRY. 


A Mysterious Book that May Cat an I in- 
portant Figure. 


L o n d o n , November 27th.—The Parnell 
Commission hearing was resumed to-day. 
Sergeant Gilhooiy, of County Kerry, who 
recited the story of the outrages, testified 
that he kept a book to record the outrages 
in. 
Rnssell, for Parnell, demanded the pro­ 
duction of thebcok. 
James, of the Times counsel, said the 
book contained letters and official com­ 
munications respecting 
certain persons, 
and it was desirable that they Bhould not be 
published. 
Russell asked why the Times' counsel 
have access to the hook, and Parnell was 
denied the same privileges ? 
Justice Hannen suggested that leading 
counsel on both sides should inspect the 
book. If they did not agree tnen the 
Judges would see it. Other policemen testi­ 
fied concerning outrages. 
Inspector Davis said he had discovered 
that there was an inner circle of the League 
which organized Fenians to execute the 
League’s behests. 
Cross-examined he declined to give the 
name of his informant. Reid pressed him 
for the name, and the witness finally said 
the man who gave him the information 
was not in the way of the police. He was a 
member of tbe League, and had taken 
part in the work of the inner circle. 
Sir Charles Russell applied to the Times' 
c o u n s e l to iD c lo s e in t h e ir particulars the 
le t t e r purporting t o b e s ig n e d by"0’Kelly.'' 
Attorney-General Webster opposed the 
inclusion of the letter, on the ground that 
it was an attempt on the part of Messrs. 
Lewis to obiain information to which thev 
were not entitled. 
Justice Hanner reserved his decision. 
The Government accepted the clause 
proposed by Mr. Healv, exempting the pur­ 
chaser lront all liabilities for rent arrears 
from the date that the purchase is sanc­ 
tioned. 


THE POPE AND IRELAND. 


Confirmation of the Report Concerning a 
Second Papal Rescript. 


D u b l i n , November 27th.—The report that 
a second Papal rescript had been sent to 
the Irish Bishops a fortnight ago is now 
confirmed. 
It was intended that the re­ 
ceipt of the document should not be made 
known, but that the Bishops should pro­ 
ceed to enforce the commands contained in 
the first rescript without alluding to the 
existence of the second one. The plan 
was spoiled through the indiscretion of a 
servant of the Bishop of Limerick, who 
divulged a part of the contents of the re­ 
script. It is probable that tbe publication 
of a part of the document will force the 
Pope to reaffirm publicly his wishes re­ 
garding Ireland.

The report of the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics takes ground in favor of the enact­ 
m ent of a new apprentice law in Califor­ 
nia. W hat we now have is pronounced val­ 
ueless. 
It provides th at minors may, with 
the consent of parents or guardians “ of 
th eir (the minors) own free will and con­ 
s' n i,” bind themselves out to learn a trade 
Or profession. 
T here isa vague intim ation 
th at 
a parent {or (guardian ¡may hind 
out a minor, but the “ A c t” appears to be 
defective chiefly in its failure to provide 
for enforcing the terms of an indenture of 
apprenticeship, in its failure to projierly 
guard the interests of both employers and 
apprentices, and in its neglect to provide 
th a t the master shall properly instruct the 
apprentice in the mysteries of the tr.-tdese­ 
lected. It is gratifying to learn that several 
o f the trade-unions favor the enactm ent 
of a new apprenticeship law; thus, the Car­ 
penters’ I’nion Nos. 56 and 36, Sacramento 
Typ ographical Union, and the San JoseT y- 
pographpieal Union favor the change. Un­ 
der Tlie system that prevails in California, a 
lad put to a trade can leave when he pleases 
and there is no obligation upon the master 
tc teach him the trade thoroughly. 
It 
follows that very many boys partially learn 
a trade, leave their masters and strike out 
for wages as “journeym en.” In consequence 
t here is thrown upon the labor m arket a 
ast number of incompetent m en in the 
trades and so the numbers of native un­ 
skilled workmen increase while the skilled 
workers of Europe, who have served full 
term s and “ know their business” Hock to 
Am erica and the cry goes up, and not witi 
ou t justification, that the American boy is 


“ crowded out.” 
A great deal of blame is 
at tached for this to masters, who do not give 
th e apprentice the personal attention that 
is his due, and do not make an effort to in 
dnct him into the mysteries of the craft. 
T he boy is put, most generally, at one 
thing and kept at it, while all other parts 
of his trade remain as sealed books to him- 
A great deal of blame attaches also to 
parents, who care more to have their hoys 
earn wages than to learn a trade thor­ 
oughly and well. 
The Bureau reports that its investiga 
tion leads it to believe th at in most cases 
the apprentice in this State is left to pick 
up his trade as best he can, “being used by 
1. is employers m ainly for the purpose of 
profit, and kept to the purely mechan­ 
ical portion of th e trade, instead of be­ 
ing taught thoroughly the various tech­ 
nicalities connected with the business,” 
and by knowledge of which alone can the 
apprentices hope to become competent 
workmen. 
The failure to learn a trade is a fruitful 
source of pau[>erism. 
In Massachusetts- 
for instance, it is ascertained th at more 
than one-half of the adult paupers have 
not learned a trade, or how to make a liv­ 
ing bv any sort of skilled labor. 
The Sta­ 
tistical Commissioner of New York reports 
th at while the supply of skilled workers is 
daily augmented by foreign immigration, 
the best workers of Europe do not come to 
A m erica; nevertheless those who do come 
ate superior, as a rule, to the native-born 
mechanics. 
It is not the intention to more than in ­ 
dicate the lines of debate of the subject 
now—it ib to come before the Legislature of 
1889 with authoritative recommendation, 
ard the question then and prior to th at 
tim e will l>e considered more deliberately 
and with regard to a definite and satis­ 
factorily constructed law. 
The public 
judgm ent is that the State should take 
-ome action to encourage greater skill in 
th e mechanical callings among American 
workmen, and to foster and guard a system of 
apprenticeship that will give the American 
boy full opportunity to learn a trade thor- 
tmghly. 
The chief evil of our present 
system is th at employers are continually 
■seeking for boys or young men with some 
¡(not complete) knowledge of the trade 
they represent, in order that such lads 
m ay 1* put into places th at only really 
skilled workmen should fill; th at is to say, 
greed, or to put it more inihlly, the 
push and rush for money, the competitive 
struggle in business leads employers to 
seek for boys with just sufficient working 
experience to enable the master not to 
teach them to liecome adepts, but to use 
them as means to business ends without 
the intervention of true journeym en. This 
is the reason the trade unions advance for 
tlie ir lim itation of the number of ap­ 
prentices, and th at it has sufficient force 
to command a hearing in the debate of 
th e question is undeniable. 
There are very few trades that are not 
now so diverted by the use of machinery, 
that a boy may not after brief service 
qualify himself to work in some particular 
branch. These lads are liable to “stick” 
in that groove instead of becoming ac­ 
quainted with all the parts of the trade, by 
» hich knowledge alone can they ho¡>e to 
be. ■ me educated journeymen or propri­ 
etors. 
Ur, if they do not “>ti -k” in the 
groove, but break away and set up for 
themselves, their 
ignorance of all the 
parts of the trade but one results in the 
turning out of a great deal of “botch 
work, in an era where the demand is for 
thoroughly good work. 
Such mechanics 
cannot hope to maintain themselves in 
competition with the foreign artisans who 
have learned trades thoroughly. 
There is strength in this view of the 
unions, but on the other hand, many of 
them 
in 
antagonizing the system go 
to 
the 
other 
and 
more dangerous 
extreme, and by 
the vigor of their 
exclusions shut -out the American boy 
from opportunities that ought to open for 
him to become a competent workman. 
As 
a result foreign mechanics come in to sup­ 
ply the demand. 
Between the injustice 
to skilled workmen of so many apprentices 
as to constantly displace journeymen, and 
drive them to vocations to which the*- 
have not been trained, and the evil of 
unions excluding or limiting—largely by 
alien votes—apprentices to an extent that 
forces the American boy to “pick up” a 
trade, or to ahaudon the hq¡*» of becoming 
by instruction a skilled workm-n, lies the 
ground that must be taken. 
Upon this 
ground the manual training and the trade 
schools are planted, and here the friends 
of technical training take their stand. 
It 
is this middle ground that the Chicago, S; 


Louis, Coggswell and other manual train­ 
ing schools occupy, their scheme being to 
instruct the pupil thoroughly in mechanical 
elementary principles, and to give him suf­ 
ficient practice at least to enable him to ap­ 
ply them. Governor Stanford is the first to 
go further and relate thorough technical 
training to a university, rendering it possi­ 
ble for youth to go to the topmost round 
of higher education from the workshop or 
laboratory, or, if he chooses, to pause at 
any one of several complete stages. 
O ther 
universities have technical training classes, 
but none so completely and broadly cover 
the ground embraced in the Stanford U ni­ 
versity scheme. 
Such new legislation regarding appren­ 
ticeship as may be attem pted must take 
into account all these things, and prim ar­ 
ily and constantly keep in view the right 
of the American bey to lie made a skilled 
workman before recognition of the privi­ 
lege of the foreign artisan to seek employ­ 
ment in this country, and to decide by his 
vote w hether the American boy shall or 
shall not come into competition with him. 


T h e speech o f Senator Stanford at th e 
recent banquet in San Francisco is pre­ 
sented in full in this issue. 
It ought to 
be read "by all citizens, because it is a clear- 
cut and concise definition of Republican­ 
ism. 
It m ight well lie entitled, “ W hy I 
am a Republican.” 
I t is marked by sober­ 
ness of expression and a to.al absence of 
fulsome party laudation ; in other words, 
it is the deliberate, the studied and heart­ 
felt expression of a thinking man, who has 
neither fears nor indulges in idolatry 
of party, 
it is a compact interpretation 
of the aims and purposes of the political 
organization to which 
Governor Stan­ 
ford’s conviction and calm judgm ent at- 
ticli him. 
The address is also distin 
gulshed by expression of the speaker's 
views of civilization in America and the 
intellectual and 
m aterial opportunities 
th at open out before men under free insti­ 
tutions, and under the beneficent influences 
of the rich heritage of a country such as 
this. 


BLACK BART. 


T h e Pi»-8 a t H is O ld T ric k s on th e P u b lic 
H ig h w a y . 
Between July. 1875, and November 4, 
1883, B lack B a rt ro b be 1 tw e n ty -e ig h t 6!ages 
in this State. For a time he made his 
headquarters in this city. H e was arrested, 
convicted and sentenced to a term in the 
State Prison, from which he was released 
on the 23d of last January. H e went by 
the nam e of C. E. Bolee, alias C. E. Bolton, 
alias Black Bart, the Po-8. J. B. Hum e, 
the special officer of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
who was interviewed by a reporter, says : 
“ During the tim e that C. E. Boles was en­ 
gaged in robbing Wells, Fargo & Co., ex­ 
tending over a period of eight years, he 
lived in San Francisco at a respectable 
lodging-house, and rejxirted or gave people 
to understand that he was engaged in m in­ 
ing-ow ned a mine in fact. 
His brief ab­ 
sences from the city,(when he would rob a 
stage, were supposed to be necessary- to 
visit his mine, and his daily associates 
never dreamed of his true character. 
His 
habits, his appearance, his tastes and intel­ 
ligence were all foreign to the generally 
accepted idea of a stage robber and thief. 
It is quite probable that he has adopted or 
still continues the same modes of life, and 
in any comm unity where he may be a resi­ 
dent is doubtless regarded as an honest and 
law-abiding citizen. 
During his incarcer­ 
ation in San Quentin he was seen and 
noted by nearly every Sberifi then offici­ 
ating in the State, and could hardly fail to 
be recognized by any one of them" in the 
event of a chance meeting. H e would be 
known by all convicts who were in the 
Penitentiary during the time of his im ­ 
prisonment, and all these facts lead to the 
conclusion that it is highly improbable that 
he has cho3en this S:ate as a place of resi­ 
dence. He is an accomplished stage-robber, 
and pursued his business so long and suc­ 
cessfully that we have no reason to believe 
that he would be willing to earn his living 
by actnal, honest work, and the recent 
num erous one-man stage robberies occur­ 
ring in this Stale bear so many character­ 
istics of the Po-8's artisticjhandiw ork that 
we are fully convinced tha- he has resumed 
bis former m ining operations and is again 
prospecting for bullion in our treasure 
boxes 
"H e is too subtle and keen to risk sus­ 
picion bv selecting any sm all town as a 
piece of residence, for the reason that his 
frequent absences would be noted and dis­ 
cussed, and he would naturally desire to 
avoid particulars in regard to his trips, his 
mine, etc , and as it is a well known fart 
this is much more difficult to accomplish 
in a small town than in a city where one 
scarcely knows the nam e of bis next-door 
neighbor, much less his business, habits or 
pursuits 
For these seasons- we believe 
hat he has selected some such city outside 
of the State of California, as Denver. K an­ 
sas City. Omaha. Sait Lake. Tucson, or 
even Chicago or 8 t Louis, and, without 
creating surprise or suspicion, makes these 
periodical trips for the purpose of * clean­ 
ing u p ’ his mine and replenishing his ex­ 
chequer, and then retnrns to lead the same 
apparently innocent, blameless life which 
he pursued in San Francisco. 
"A bout 11 
a . 
m ., Thursday. November 
8, 1888, :he stage from Downieville, in 
Sierra county, Cal , to Nevada City, Nevada 
county, was robbed by one man armed 
with a W inchester rifle, at a point three 
miles west of 1 Nigger Tent ’ and about five 
miles east of Camptonville. 
He robbed 
the United States mail, taking the contents 
of three mail bags. 
From Wells. Fargo 
Co.’s box be secured $19 40 in coin and a 
gold bar valued at $2.200, described as fol­ 
lows : 
Weight, 
127.77 ounces; size, 6i 
inches by 2 9-16 inches, and about 1 inch 
thick, stamped on the bottom. ■ H. Scam- 
rnon ’ across each corner and in the center. 
The gold assays 880 fine.” 
On the 20tb instant he robbed the stage 
from Eureka, Hum boldt county, to Ukiati, 
Mendocino county, getting $684 74 from 
the express box and probably $1,000 from 
the mail.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY.

In the course of the adm irable speech of 
Senator Stanford, made at the banquet 
given in his honor at San Francisco last 
Saturday evening, he made the following 
reference to the Republican party:

Through a general intelligence, the genius 
of the few permeates the whole and inures 
to the benefit of all. Thus every discovery 
in art, science or mechanics becomes com­ 
mon property, and in this m anner man's 
productive capacity lias gone on, year by 
y eir increasing, until to-dav the comforts 
of life are within the reach of the hum ­ 
blest laborer in our country, to an extent 
not deemed possible 400 years ago. 
The Creator's heritage to m an is inex­ 
haustible to supply every rt asonable want. 
The physical wants of one person do not 
differ m aterially from those of another, 
and inasmuch as by production these phy­ 
sical wants cqd be more than satisfied, it 
would seem that the demand for labor 
might be readily ever-supplied. 
But the 
intellectual wauts of man are as baundless 
as is his capacity to conceive, and it is the 
supply of these wants that gives the prin­ 
cipal occupation to labor. 
The sources whence are derived wealth 
and the comforts and elegancies of life are 
inexhaustible. The earth can supply all 
our needs, and it is only a question’ ot the 
application of intelligence to labor for 
every industrious and able-bodied person 
to enjoy measurably the benefits 
that 
m ight be derived from the possession of an 
A laddin’s lamp. 
I rejoice at the success of the Republican 
party because I think it embraces the hon­ 
est. intelligent American people whose 
birthright is a practical knowledge of the 
exercise of civil liberty. T hat our friends 
of the other party desire the welfare of the 
country I do not question, but I think that 
as a body they do hot possess the advanced 
thought and aims of the party that may be 
styled more purely the American party— 
the party of progress, free schools and tol­ 
erant religion—the Republican party !

It js stated that one result of 
the raeetine was a decision to extend the 
Southern Pacific Branch Railway to El- 
wood without the absorption ot the Pacific 
Coast Railroad, the route of which would 
take the Southern Pacific line too far in ­ 
land to m ake a good online ("ion. 
Mr. Crocker returns here in the occu­ 
pancy of a higher position in 'h e directory 
of his company than when hedeparted. He 
comes back Second Vice-President. 
W hile 
he has of late years held a posi ion of gieat 
importance in the directory, and much of 
the executive work has fallen upon him it 
is now well understood that he is to take 
even more responsibility and authority 
than he has had before. 
Mr. H untington 
is almost entirely wrapped up in his East­ 
ern railroad enterprises, and has m any in­ 
dependent interests in which bis Southern 
Pacific colleagues do not snare 
He is 
thus, so far as active m anagement goes 
alienated from the local interests of the 
company. 
President Stanford is more de­ 
voted to his political career and to his out­ 
side interests, among them the university, 
than he is to railroad management. The 
field is thus left almost entirely to Mr 
Crocker and his abie co-workers, Messrs. 
Towne and Hopkins. 
Mr. Crocker is even 
now regarded by some railroad men as not 
only the coming great railroad magnate of 
this coast, but of America, for without 
doubt, another year or two wiil place the 
magnitude of the business of his company 
abead of that of any other in the United 
States. 
It is now exceeded, judged by the 
gross earnings, only by one o her company, 
that of the Pennsylvania Railway.

C0L0KEI» SCHOOLS. 


T alk of C lo sin g th e S ch o o l fo r C o lo re d 
C hildren—T h e C h in e se 1’e tltlo u . 
At the hist meeting of the City Board of 
Education, the question of admitting Chi­ 
nese children to the public schools was 
discussed at some length. 
On motion of Director Hopkins, the 
Superintendent was instructed to issue no 
more permits to Chinese children. 
Director Martin submitted the following 
petition, which was read and placed on file: 
We. the undersigned residents of Sacram ento 
city , and parents and guardians of children of 
law ful age and entitled to attend the public 
schools of said city, respectfully represent th at 
there are in said city about thirty c7 " '

schools, and w ho desire to 
C hinese or M ongolian descent who are entitled

do so. We therefore request your H onorable 
Board to establish a separate school for said 
children, believing th at such a school w ould 
be m ore beneficial to said children and m ore 
pleasant to the teachers and pupils of th e o th er 
schools th an having a m ixed school.

Lan H e. ¡ram Lari, King 6am, Ah John, 
King Ynk, Ah Wong, Mon Cline, Lee

This petition is based upon Section 1062 
of the Political Code, which reads : 
Every school, unless otherw ise provided by 
law , m ust lie open for the adm ission of all chil­ 
dren betw een C and 21 years of age residing in 
th e district, and th e Board of Trustees, or City 
Board of Education, have pow er to adm it adults 
and children not residing in th e district, w hen­ 
ev er good reason exists tnerefor. Trustees shall 
have th e power to exclude children of filthy or 
vicious cabits, or children suffering from con­ 
tagious o r infectious diseases, and also to estab­ 
lish separate schools for children of M ongolian 
or 
Chinese 
descent. 
W hen 
such separate 
schools are established Chinese or M ongolian 
children m ust not be adm itted into any other 
schools. 
THE SCHOOL FOH COLOBED CHILDREN. 
There is strong talk among some of the 
members of the Boird of School Directors 
of abolishing the colored school on O street, 
between Ninth and Tenth, which for the 
past fifteen years has been taught by Miss 
Sarah M. Jones. 
' 
“Why should this be done?” has been 
the subject of much comment during the 
past few 
days. 
Miss Jones has some 
twenty-six pupils in regular attendance, 
and the Board of Directors figure out that 
it costs $40 per annum per pupil to main­ 
tain this school, while the average in the 
others was only $10. 
A large number of the parents who send 
their children to this school do so from 
choice, and they are very indignant at the 
proposition, claiming that they should re­ 
ceive more recognition than the Chinese. 
“What is the reason that the Board de­ 
sires to close the school?” was asked of an 
intelligent colored citizen yesterday. 
•‘I'll tell you,” was the reply, “it is one 
of those cases of petty spite, wherein a 
mountain is made out of a mole hill. 
When Miss Jones took charge of that 
school, fifteen years ago. there was at that 
time an old clock hanging on the wall, 
which bad every appearance of being an 
heirloom ,n some family that crossed the 
plains i n '49. The clock was a good one, 
but after telling the time of day for up­ 
wards uf a quarter of a century it wore out. 
It was doctored, bushed, new cogs added, 
worn-out springs replaced, but finally it 
succumbed to the wear and tear of years. 
The doctors who had rejuvenated it on so 
many occasions that its face had become 
lamiiiar stated that it had ont-lived its use­ 
fulness. 
Its tick had stopped, its hands 
that had so often pointed to the time for re­ 
cess refused to longer indicate ths passing 
hours, and Miss Jones took it down care­ 
fully and laid it away tenderly on a shelf, 
in the basement of the building. Now, 
that’s all there is of it. 
If that clock had 
had a new lease of life, the school would 
continue, but when it died the school must 
die with it. 
It is all to be summed up as 
follows 
Miss Jones, wishing a clock, a 
most desirable piece of school furniture, 
applied to one of the Directors for an order 
to purchase one. 
Her request was denied 
on the ground that the old time piece had 
been recently repaired. 
Miss Jones tried 
to convince him of the fact that the clock 
was beyond repair, but she failed, and 
could not secure a new time-piece. In the 
course of a few days she met another Di­ 
rector, who listened to her request, and 
promptly sent a clock to the school-house, 
saying tha- if the Board refused to pay for 
it. he would. 
Now, that is the whole mat­ 
ter, but lisien to the result : 
“ At the next meeting of the Board the 
Director who purchased the clock reported 
the same and asked that the bill be al­ 
lowed. 
Then arose a discussion as to 
whether it should have teen purchased or 
not. One Director insisted that the old 
clock was good enough, but because she 
could not get a new one he was informed 
that th e‘teacher had • thrown it into the 
basement.’ This was a startling statement. 
A wanton destruction of achool property 
could not he tolerated. At once the ques­ 
tion arose, ‘ IIuw much is that school cost­ 
ing. and can't we get along just as well 
without it ?’ 
I would like to say right here 
that it seems very strange that the Directors 
make such an everlasting kick about a 
$2 50 clock, when they go to work and put 
a cooking range in the Capital GraVnmar 
School for Professor Johnston and 
his 
teachers 
I have nothing to say against 
that. When they put in a cupboard, dishes, 
knives and forks, au extension tab’e, sofa, 
etc., for those teachers we did not say any­ 
thing against it, even it it did cost more 
than $100. 
We did not complain when, 
during last vacation, a kitchen and dining­ 
room were put in at the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School for Miss Watson. 
We do now 
kick, however, when they jump stiff-legged 
about a little old time-piece lor the colored 
school. 
“ Now (hey were all wrong. The poor, 
aged, worn-out, time-honored and anti­ 
quated grandfather's clock ’ is in a good 
state of preservation, hat absolutely beyond 
resuscitation. The Board, belore going too 
far. should hold a post-mortem exam ina­ 
tion, and satisfy themselves that there is 
no more 1 tick 1 there. 
If it has any valne 
at all it is as a enrío of the last decade, and 
no donht would be quite an addition to the 
collection in the local museum. 
“The Directors, at least some of them, say 
they can place the colored pupils in the 
other schools, and dispose of that property 
at a good price. They forget that only a 
few years ago our children were refused ad­ 
mittance to the public schools of this city. 
The color line then stood in our way. They 
seem to forget, also, that we had to fight 
hard and struggle to get together a few dol­ 
lars to establish a school; wherein our chil­ 
dren conld receive the rudiments of a com­ 
mon school education. They seem to be 
oblivious to the fact that Mrs. Emily Allen, 
a colored lady, now a resident of Washing­ 
ton, D. C., raised money sufficient to buy 
the lot and build the school-house for the 
colored children. They evidently are not 
aware of the fact that the moment that 
school is closed the property reverts to the 
original owner, or they would not ¡speak of 
disposing of it. 
“Mrs. Emily Allen was a broad-minded, 
intelligent woman, and she had the deed so 
worded that the property wonld revert just 
as soon as it should cease to be used for the 
benefit of the colored children of this city. 
W e -will not allow it to be used for the 
Chinese, anti as good citizens and taxpayers 
we demand that it shail continue to be 
us**i as a school for colored children.”

G overn or W aterm an S tates H is R eason s 
tor N o n -In terferen ce. 
The following letter pointedly states why 
| Governor Waterman refuses to commute 
the sentence of William Dragei and John 
j Olsen, two of the Lowell murderers, to life 
imprisonment.

To Hun. Marcus P. Ucnnat, District Attorney 
El Dorado County, Placerville—Leak Sir : In ac­ 
cordance w ith m v telegram to you of th e 23d 
inst., th a t I wonld give you m y reasons in 
w riting on th is date, w hy 1 declined to inter­ 
fere in th e cases of Meyers. D rager and Olsen, 
arrested, indicted, tried, found guilty and sen­ 
tenced to be executed at I’laeerville, in El Do­ 
rado county, on Friday, Novem ber 30,1888, for 
the m urder o f John Lowell, on or about M arch 
24,1888, 1 now proceed to do so, and as briefly 
as the circum stances an d im portance of the 
subject w ill adm it. 
I h av e read over a great deal of th e testim ony 
adduced in th e ease u> w hich this hears refer­ 
ence, your ow n views touching the m atter, and 
th e petition signed by a num ber o f citizeus of 
P lacerville and elsew here in El Dorado county, 
in favor of com m uting the sentence ot Drager 
an d Olsen from tire death i>enalty to th at of im ­ 
prisonm ent for life. In all th at has been pre­ 
sented to m e, I do not see any reason why Exec­ 
utive clem ency should be extended. The m ur­ 
d er of Lowell was au unprovoked and atrocious 
crim e, bru tal iu every respect, aud involving in 
its commission, aside from avarice, those most 
sacred rights th at are expressed in th e word 
hospitality. There is no doubt the m urder was 
prem editated, and com m itted for gain; aud was 
one in w hich all the parties im plicated partici­ 
pated, as principáis or accessories before and 
after th e lact. G ranting, for th e purpose of 
illustration, th at Myers, in accordance w ith his 
afterthought affidavit, teas the only one guiltv, 
an J th a t he him self did the actual deed of blood, 
1 consider the other tw o equally guUty, in the 
fact th a t they knew of the act being com m itted, 
m ade 
no effort 
to 
prevent it, assisted to 
carry the torn, brui«td and bleeding body 
to 
a 
place 
of sepulture: assisted to dig, 
in the ce lar of th e victim s' own house, the 
grave iu w hich his rem ains w ere finally de­ 
posited by his m urderers, and then, as the last 
act in the fearful work, they assisted to conceal 
thcevideucc w hich could point iu anyw ay to the 
spot as being the place, undem eatli'w ho-e sur­ 
face th e proof o f a ghastly horror was hidden. 
Tliey also assisted in appropriating the stock 
aud other property of th eir victim , and divided 
th e m oney realized from its sale. These m en, 
in whose b ehalf m erev is asked at my hands, 
are, to m y m ind, as bloody-handed as Meyers; 
and therefore I cannot, w ith my sense of right 
and justice, grant it; and. as alreadv indicated 
to you, 1 decline to do so. 1 have refused from 
the com m encem ent of th e efforts th at have 
been m ude in b íh a lf of Drager and Olsen, to 
accept the affidavit o f Meyers, as being in the 
light of new testim ony, but being som ew hat in 
th e nature of a tradition, iu its excusing aud 
self-accusing aspect: an d I am borne out in the 
correctness of m y refusal to receive it as new 
testim ony, iu th e inform ation th at has been im ­ 
parted me, th at Meyers has since recanted the 
affidavit in question. But w hether he m ade or 
recanted the affidavit alluded to or not, it does 
not enter into th e m erits of this case at this 
tim e. 
I believe them all equally guilty ot the 
m urder oi Lowell, and for the reasons I have 
given; and so believing I shall not interfere w ith 
th e execution of the law , so far as they are all 
concerned. 
Before couclnding this, I ask to be allow ed to 
say a few words in connection w ith another 
point, w hich, w hile it does not pertain to your 
office, and m ay not be particularly interesting 
to yourself, comes w ithin the scope of the ease 
th a t calls lor this, and I sim ply take advantage 
ot the present opportunity to give publicity to 
certain views; and therefore 1 desire to say 
th at 1 do not consider it lair o r im partial fo ra 
sentencing Judge to intim ate even, m uch less 
announce it as a fact from the Bench, th at the 
only hope of those sentenced rests thereatter 
w ith the Executive of the state. There are two 
propositions to be considered in connection w ith 
such an expression, eith er the prisoners thus 
sentenced are innocent or guilty. If th e for­ 
m er, they should have been discharged at once; 
or at the conclusion of the trial, and set tree ; it 
th e latter, they should he punished for th eir 
crim e, in accordance w ith the provisions of the 
law m ade and provided in such rases ; an d the 
sentence thus pronounced by the presiding 
Judge should be final: uuless, indeed, such new 
and convincing testim ony could be produced, 
aud was so produced, as would Certify to the 
lack of culpability on the part of those whose 
life was at stake by th e w ant of such testim ony. 
But w hat I most seriously object to is the effort 
m ade to substitute th e executive branch of th e 
G overnm ent for the judicial, particulaily, w hen 
it is taken into consideration th a t it has been 
m y especial care, since I have occupied my 
present position, to endeavor in every wray to 
strengthen and m aintain th e Courts, and avoid, 
at the same tim e, all Interference w ith th eir 
prerogaiive as a co-ordinate branch of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. I have a right to e x p ’ct the same 
courtesy w ill he extended me. Iu thus express­ 
ing these views, I wish my position to be 
well understood. 
They are not so expressed 
for th e purpose o f avoiding duties w hich are in ­ 
herent iu m e to perform . I am but a servant of 
the people. The doors of m y office are open at 
all tim es to the hum blest or the highest. Every 
m au com ing under th e condem nation oi the 
law has a bounden right to present his griev­ 
ances /or adjudication at m y h a n d s ; but I insist 
there* should be no m ile posts erected by a Judge 
to point th e way from the bench upon w hich he 
presides io th e Executive office. The right of 
petition is an inalienable rig h t; it is th e com­ 
mon law of E ngland, as you w ell k n o w ; is the 
basis o f our systems o f laws. It was enacted hv 
tbe House of Commons during the reign of W ill­ 
iam and Mary in ltRs, in the famous “ Bill of 
Bights.” It is incorporated into the Constitu- 
lio n o f th e United States, and the Constitution 
ot th is state, and is the unw ritten law of every 
civilized com m unity, th at every person, irre­ 
spective of position, shall not 'be denied the 
right to petition the 
redress of grievance*. 
Blackstone, in his com m entary upon the English 
law , says :

7b HD Excellency, Governor R W. H'atcrman, 
Sacramento. Oat — D e a r S ir: I note am ong the 
dispatches in to-day's paper, one from Pl.cer- 
ville, containing th e m torm ation th at your Ex­ 
cellency has declined to interfere in th e action 
o f th e Court in the case of John Olsen and 
W illiam Drager, sentenced to death for th e m ur­ 
der of Lowell, in El Dorado county. 
One phase of this case interests m e very 
deeply, end in th e hope of presenting m y views 
intelligently, albeit crudely, I am constrained 
to address you, th a t you m ay if you deem my 
ideas w orthy of consideration, again give your 
attention to this ease before* it shall tie too late. 
Personally the m atter does not interest m e in 
the least, for 1 have never seen the condem ned 
m en nor any of th eir friends, and upon general 
principles the crim e is one w hich deserves the 
full penalty of the law, bu t th e practice of ac­ 
cording m ercy to the m an who first confesses 
and expresses a w illingness to aid in bringing 
to justice his confederates in crim e, is one from 
w hich no depaijure Bhould ever be m ade. X 
have had thirty years experience in dealing 
w ith the crim inal classes, and I can saiely say 
th a t th e custom of granting lm m unitv from the 
full penalty of the law to the first o f'a num ber 
of offenders who 
shall confess and testify 
against his co-conspirators, does more to prevent 
crim e and deter crim inals th an all the shrieval­ 
ties, constabularies and police departm ents in 
th e civilized world. If it were not for the fear 
th a t some one of th eir num ber w ould be thus 
induced to betray them , m en could band to­ 
gether in such num bers for the purpose of 
crim e and dep:edaliou th a t the police and other 
office s of the law would be powerless to cou- 
tio l them , aDd w hen this m eans oi securing con­ 
fessions can no longer be used, w hen we, whose 
business is the prosecution and suppression of 
this bad elem ent can do longer deal w ith them 
upon th is basis, our m ost effective w eapon will 
have lieen w iested from us. This lear th a t some 
one o f th -ir num ber w ill be induced to tu rn 
traito r lor th e s«ke of clearing him self is the 
strongest restraining influence of w hich we 
have any knowledge. 
If, on th e other hand, we cannot safely prom ­ 
ise him clem ency, if he has no precedent tor he 
lieving he w ill receive m ercy, how can we reach 
a m an whose coniessiou is necessary? As an 
exam ple of this take the case of Troy Dye. 
hanged at Sacram ento after having cou'essed 
u n d er a prom ise th at his life would be saved. 
In m y opinion his execution ivas the most 
sham eful thing w hich cau be produced in the 
Court annals ou this coast, anil officers o f the 
law have uot yet recovered fiom th e di»astrous 
results ot the lailore of th e D istrict A ttorney aDd 
other officials to keep the promise m ade to th e 
m an to secure his confession. Not th at hanging 
was not a ju st punishm ent, but having received 
his confession i w lihout w hich they couid have 
acco i plished little) under prom ise of clem ency, 
th a t prom ise should have been sacredly kept, 
although the w hole S U teclam oredforhisblood. 
As an exem plification o f the result ot this ex ­ 
ecution, let m e call to yeur m ind the case of th e 
assassination of Policem an Scott a m outh later. 
A m eager array of testim ony served to im plicate 
five m en in the ]*erpetration of th e c rm e , hot 
conviction of any one of them w ould be impos­ 
sible uuless oue o f th e num ber could be induced 
toconiess. W hat inducem ent could be offered? 
None. W hat eonld be gained by a confession ? 
Im m unity from punishm ent ? Had Troy Dve’s 
confession beeu of any service to him ? H ad he 
not, by his ow n confession, literally hanged 
hiinsfcli? It was only after the officers had 
m ade m ost speciflc and liberal term s, involving 
light sentences lor a l', th a t conloar ion was ob­ 
tained and a conviction m ade possible. How 
differently could these m en have te e n a p ­ 
proached had Troy Dye’s life been saved 
O ther cases could be cited, but it is needless to 
am plify in th is direction. In the £1 Dorado 
case, Drager, I believe, is the m au w ho first con­ 


fessed. and so enabled th e officers to secure 
sufficient evidence to coDvict Meyers an d Olsen, 
au d to allow him to be hanged, how ever richly 
he m eritsth e extrem e penalty, w ill be placing 
an o th er obstacle in th e way ot officers and those 
interested in suppressing crim e; or w ho have to 
deal w ith to e crim inal elem ent. T he statutes 
of th e several States w isely provide th at w hen 
tw o o r m ore persons aire Included in the sam e 
indictm ent, the Court m ay. on the m otion of the 
D istrict A ttorney, direct any one of them to be 
discharged, th a t he m ay be used as a w itness for 
the people, an d th is discharge is in effect an ac­ 
quittal. 
Why should not Drager, w ho confessed before 
indictm ents 
w ere 
found, receive the sam e 
clem ency ? In com m uting D rager's sentence to 
im prisonm ent for lile, the ends of justice w ill be 
served, and your Excellency will be only abid­ 
ing by a practice o f the law and C ourts/upon 
w hich wc* m ust be able confidently to rely, if 
we are to successfully prosecute our business of 
bringing m alefactors to justice and suppressing 
crim e. 
I have no interest in these m en personally, 
but you m ust Mirely believe th a t I know w hereof 
I speak in this m atter, and I earnestly hope 
th at your Excellency will perceive th e advisa­ 
bility of com m uting Dragcr'B sentence, an d I 
can assure you th a t such a course w ill redound 
g reitly to th e benefit ot th e com m unity at large, 
and every officer au d law -abiding, justice-lov­ 
ing individua! in th e State. 1 fully believed 
th at Executive clem ency would com m ute Dra- 
gert. sentence, and consequently have taken no 
active steps 
to 
secure 
such action, 
but 
if 
you 
have 
any 
doubts 
of 
the 
cor­ 
rectness

views 
in 
this m atter, 
and 
if 
the 
concurrence 
of 
the 
leading 
officials aud m en of the w idest experience in 
crim inal business w ill add any w eight to the 
opinions I have urged, I would respectfully re ­ 
fer you to C hief Crowley aud C aptaiu Lees, of 
San Francisco, to those veteran Sheriffs o f this 
State, whose skill and judgm ent an d experience 
are unrivalled, Tom C uuningham , of San Joa­ 
quin, an d lien T hom , of Calaveras, or to W ar 
den Aull. oi Folsom prison, whose know ledge of 
crim inals an d m ethods of m anagem ent adm its 
of no question.

Every effort was made to secure the ship 
aud get to a place of safety, but before this 
was accomplished the gale had increased 
to such lorce that the steamer became u n ­ 
manageable. Sail was made on the vessel, 
but as they were made the force ol the gale 
blew them away. 
The steamer at length was blown on a 
reef, where she struck heavily twice and 
was badly strained. 
In order to get her off 
the reef a kedge was let go from her stern, 
which swung her around, and the force of 
the sea carried her over the reef, owing to 
tbe fact that she was light. 
W hile in the 
trough ot tbe sea and unmanageable, it 
was found necessary to cut away the m ain 
mast, which eased her considerably. 
The steamer is badly strained and will 
have to he repaired before going hack. A 
diver has been sent for. who will m ake an 
inspection of the bottom and ascertain the 
damage. 
The passengers who came on tbe Idaho 
are enthusiastic in their praise of Captain 
H unter and the crew of the Idaho. They 
say when the storm was at its highest and 
the sinking of the vessel seemed inevitable, 
the Captain kept his men encouraged aud 
every order given was executed with cool­ 
ness aud care. Much credit is due the em­ 
ployes for their services.
